1976 record figure

With three months of building 
activity yet to be completed during 
1977, the total valuation of 
construction in Upland is already 
26.5 percent ahead of last year’s 
record - setting figure. 

Through September, the City of 
Upland has issued 1,967 building 
permits with a valuation of $49.2 
million compared to $38.9 million in 
all of 1976. 

Figures supplied by the Upland 
Building and Safety Department 
show 677 permits given for single - 
family homes and 115 for multiple - 
family dwellings for the nine 
months. In 1976, Upland issued 
building permits for construction of 
711 houses. 

The city is erasing its old record 
for building activity during a year 
that has been unusual in terms of 
limitations placed on new 
construction. 

On Feb. 7, the Upland City Council 
imposed a 120 - day moratorium on 
acceptance of new applications for 
residential development. 

One month later, the state’s Santa 
Ana Regional Water Quality Control 
Board approved a temporary ban on 
most new sewer hookups in the West 
End, except for Chino. The agency 
removed the ban April 22. 

Upland later accepted a joint 
sewage allocation plan that 
permitted it to issue 1,200 building 
permits for single - family homes 
during 15 months ending June 30, 
1978. 

The allocation plan stemmed from 
the state water quality control 
board’s order to clean up 
wastewater discharged from the 
Ontario treatment plant of Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District. 


Architecture Commission 
overruled on city yard 


Faced with the prospects of 
falling behind schedule for starting 
construction and endangering 
Upland’s federal grant of $760,000, 
the city council Monday night 
reversed the architectural 
commission’s rejection of plans for 
the new city yard. 

The council met in a special 
session under the risk of losing the 
grant if it did not formally reverse 
the architectural commission’s 
recommendation for the first time 
in that body’s 10 - year history. 

‘Upland has a tight schedule to 
meet federal requirements of 
starting construction within 90 days 
after grant approval by the US. 
Economic Development 
Administration for public work 
funds intended to create 
employment. 

Administrative Specialist Mike 
Matlock said Tuesday that even a 
delay of one day could throw off 
plans for bid advertisements Nov. 3 
and 17. 

The next regularly scheduled city 
council meeting is Nov. 7. 

The council overruled the 
architectural commission on a 4-0 
vote, with Mayor George Gibson 
absent. 

The commission rejected concept 
plans for a shop building and new 
city yard on Benson Avenue north of 
13th Street at its Oct. 19 meeting on

Bicyclist Martin Henke is riding a 
road that began with necessity, 
wound its way to Europe and may 
lead to the Olympic Games. 


The 20 - year - old Upland resident 
started racing competitively two 
years ago and won the first state 
championship event he entered. 

However, Henke began his long - 
distance riding as a means of 
transportation to Pasadena, where 
he painted houses. 

“I figured I might as well get 
something out of it beside big 
muscles, so I started racing, ‘‘ he 
said. Referring to the Foothill 
Boulevard route he rode to 
Pasadena, he added, ‘‘It wasn’t the 
best air for the lungs.” 

Beside big muscles and a daily 
dose of smog, bicycle riding helped 
Henke finance a trip to Europe, 
where he competed this summer. 

An Oregon bicyclist, who served 
as coach, solicited donations and 
picked 15 — 12 men and three 
women — of the top riders in the 
United States to form an 
independent team that raced in 
Norway, West Germany and 
France. 
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a 2-1 vote, with Vice Chairman 
Wayne Johnson and Commissioner 
Faye Bert absent. 

Chairman Robert Bonde called 
the designs by Design Sciences, 
Inc., of Pasadena a ‘farce’ and a 
‘mess’? and indicated the city 
should not set one standard for 
developers and a lower one for 
Bpland itself during architectural 
review. 

Specific complaints centered on 
the metal shop building and 
inadequate screening for roof - 
mounted equipment. 


Armando Gonzalez, representing 
Design Sciences, told the council 
Monday night the shop building 
would be attractive and the roof 
equipment would be screened. 


He added that the building would 
be some 200 feet onto the site and 
would be partially blocked from the 
view of motorists by landscaping. 


Rod Anderson, Upland’s grants 
administrator, said Tuesday the city 
faces a Dec. 7 deadline for beginning 
construction on the yard complex, 
which in addition to the shop 
building includes eight fuel pumps, 
six vehicle repair bays, a general 
services department building, a 
storage building and parking area 
for city yard workers’ cars and 
Upland’s vehicles. 


In June, Upland adopted its 
growth - management plan and later 
approved 900 as the maximum 
number of units that may be applied 
for during any 12 months. (Permits 
are expected to be issued for 70 to 80 
percent of units in the applications. ) 


Planning Director Bill Young said 
Tuesday that growth management 
would restrain next year’s building 
totals but not this year’s, because of 
the lag between applications for 
development and the actual issuing 


of building permits 

He added that city staff has 
notified council members that they 
probably must make a decision soon 
on how they want to limit 
applications during November, 
December and January. 


Young noted applications for 122 
units in August and 119 in September 
were later approved by council and 
that the planning commission is 
scheduled to consider 121 units at its 
meeting tonight. 


Council approves fire 
raises and reorganization 


Despite lack of a final agreement 
with the city fire employee group, 
the Upland City Council has ap- 
proved salary adjustments for three 
categories of fire personnel. 

Even with the raises, Upland fire 
fighters’ salaries trail by 3-4 percent 
those of fire employees in four other 
cities surveyed by the employee 
group, according to Fire Capt. Gary 
Edwards. 

The council approved a 1 - percent 
raise for fire captains, giving them 
a pay range of $1,462 - $1,778 per 
month, according to the Upland Per- 
sonnel Department. 

Engineers received a 3 - percent 
increase, lifting their pay range to 
$1,298 for new comers and $1,567 for 
employees with four years of ex- 
perience 

Fire fighters received a 2 - per- 
cent raise, making their salary 
range $1,159 - $1,409. All fire 


employees had received a 5 - per- 
cent salary increase effective July 1 
through an earlier council action. 

Fire Chief Don Justis said the 
department has begun its selection 
process for a reorganization of three 
top positions. 

Under the reorganization ap- 
proved last month by the council, 
the department will replace the 
positions of fire safety control of- 
ficer, training officer, and assistant 
chief with three battalion chiefs. 

Justis noted that one battalion 
chief will be assigned to each of 
Upland’s three fire stations, in- 
cluding the one to be built near Ben- 
son Avenue and 13th Street. 

He said two battalion chiefs would 
have responsibilities similar to a 
safety control officer and a training 
officer but added that the 
reorganization will give the depart- 
ment more flexibility.

Bicycle takes Uplander to Europe 


While abroad, Henke finished 
third, fifth and seventh, and he won 
a race against 250 other competitors 
in Garmisch - Partenkirchen, W. 
Germany. He also finished 43rd in a 
race from Nice to Cannes, France, 
in a field of about 1,000. 

Henke said he will consider 
entering the US. trials for the 1980 
or 1984 Olympics, but gives the 
impression that failing to make the 
team would not be the end of the 
world or his racing days. 

“Everybody has the ambition of 
being in the Olympics,” he said, 
‘but I find that the competition you 
get in statewide races is much more 
fierce than national or international 
races, because it’s closer to racing 
in your home town.” 

He also noted some Olympic - 
caliber riders prefer not to interrupt 
their riding season for the US. 
trials and therefore will not enter. 

Henke has taken his racing 
success in stride. ‘‘I mainly ride for 
enjoyment — I don’t usually get real 
serious about my participation.” 

He found that in Europe bicycle 
racing is taken most seriously, as 
bicycling is a major sport and a 
professional career and lucrative 
endorsements await the successful 
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amateur. 

Bicycling in Europe is “almost as 
popular as soccer,’ Henke said, 
noting that people line the streets 
and jam the stadiums to watch the 
sport. 


Henke said he generally raced in 
35 - kilometer (21.7 miles) events 
abroad and enters races of 25-50 
miles in the United States. 


He pedaled 50 miles in the 
morning and another 50 in the 
evening daily before leaving the 
United States and about 75 miles a 
day while in Europe for 
conditioning. 

Europeans, he noted, train 
harder, with many of the top 
bicyclists logging 200 miles a day. 

“YT wouldn’t ride that far in my 
life,’ he added. 

Since returning to Upland early 
last month, Henke’s riding has 
dropped to 25 or 30 miles a day and 
he said he has no immediate plans to 
enter any major races. 

“It’s like anything else — you can 
burn it out. It’s more of a repetitious 
sort of thing,” he said. 

Of his European trip, he added, “I 
wanted to travel more than I wanted 
to race.” 
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In addition to Norway, West 
Germany and France, he visited 
Sweden, Denmark, Austria, 
Switzerland and Leichenstein. 


Team members were free to 
ramble about Europe on their own, 
Henke said, adding that he stayed at 
youth hostels except for a few days 
he lived with families in West 
Germany and France. 

“He (the coach) gave us a list of 
the races and towns we were 
supposed to be in. Half the team 
went this way and half the team 
went that way. The day before the 
race everybody showed up,’’ Henke 
explained. 

He credited wrestling with giving 
him a competitive edge — 
confidence that he can beat his 
opponents — he retains in bicycling. 

“P’ve learned to push myself 
harder ‘from other sports. The more 
it hurts the harder you have to try.”’ 

For now, he is spending more time 
away from his 17 - pound, $700 
racing bike because ‘“‘there’s other 
things.” 

Perhaps thinking of the effortless 
rides uphill, Henke said he hopes to 
go skiing during his next trip to 
Europe.

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County supervisors ok 
hiring of 45 employes

Without debate Monday, the coun- 
ty board of supervisors authorized 
Sheriff Frank Bland to proceed with 
the hiring of 45 civilian employes, a 
move that is expected to free 40 
deputies for patrol duty as of Jan. 
28. 

Reassignment of the 40 deputies, 
most of whom serve as bailiffs in 
Superior Court or have jail duty, 
will be determined later by Bland, 
County Administrative Officer Earl 
Goodwin and the county’s Law and 
Justice Agency. 

In a memorandum, Goodwin told 
the supervisors they can expect to 
see reassignment recommen- 
dations before Jan. 28, based on a 
study of which substations ought to 
have more deputies for patrol. 

Bland has proposed that 10 


deputies be reassigned to the Fon- 
tana substation and four deputies to 
the West End substation in Ontario. 

Three weeks ago, the supervisors 
authorized the hiring of civilian 
employes to replace the 23 deputies 
who serve as bailiffs in Superior 
Court but had withheld final ap- 
proval for replacement of 17 other 
deputies, including 10 who have jail 
duty. 


On Monday, they gave their ap- 
proval to nearly the entire package, 
except for formal job classifications 
to be voted on next week 

Although the hiring of civilian 
employes will add to the sheriff’s 
department budget, the lower-paid 
employes will make it possible for 
more deputies to be placed in the 
field at less cost than if the depart- 
ment simply hired additional 


Ex-judge appointed 
to assist Townsend 


Ben L. Burrell, former judge of 
the Chino Justice Court, has been 
appointed an assistant to Super- 
visors’ Chairman Robert O. Town- 
send of Chino. 

Burrell’s appointment was 
ratified Monday by the county board 
of supervisors. He will-take office 
Nov. 1 as the first assistant to the 
chairman of the county board of 
Supervisors, a position the super- 
visors created as of July 1. 

Baxter Williams, Townsend’s ad- 
ministrative assistant, will concen- 
trate on matters primarily affecting 
Townsend’s district, which includes 
Chino and Montclair, parts of On- 
tario, Fontana and Rialto, and the 
unincorporated areas of 
Bloomington and the Chino Hills. 

The 57-year-old Burrell will per- 
form duties related to Townsend’s 


countywide responsibility as chair- 
man of the board of supervisors. The 
chairman did not have such an assis- 
tant before, other than his own ad- 
ministrative assistant. 

Burrell, a 30-year resident of 
Chino, will be paid $1,481 per month, 
or $19,253 for the 13 months starting 
Nov. 1. Townsend’s two-year term 
as supervisors’ chairman expires at 
the end of 1978. 


Townsend said Burrell’s contract 
as assistant to the chairman of the 
board of supervisors is intended to 
end simultaneously with his own 
term as chairman so that the next 
chairman can select his own assis- 
tant. 


Burrell’s salary is equivalent to 
the starting salary for a super- 
visor’s administrative assistant. 


deputies. 

The cost of the additional hiring, 
plus the purchase of patrol cars and 
other equipment for the deputies to 
be reassigned, is estimated at $415,- 
960 for the year ending in mid-1978. 

That includes $303,000 in salaries 
for civilian employes (as opposed to 
$407,924 for the equivalent number 
of deputies), $65,360 for equipment 
purchases and $47,600 for operation 
of the patrol cars. 

This will be financed by federal 
funds and additional revenue the 
sheriff's department expects to 
receive this year, Goodwin 
reported. 

The civilians who will replace 38 
of the deputies — including all the 
bailiffs and jail duty officers — will 
be known as sheriff’s specialists. 
The starting salary will be $10,908, 
some $2,000 less than for a deputy 
sheriff. 

Two other deputies who serve as a 
radio dispatcher and an auto 
mechanic will be replaced by their 
counterparts in the regular county 
work force. 

Three others will be hired as 
sheriff's specialists to replace 
deputies from the San Bernardino 
station. Those deputies are normal- 
ly assigned to patrol duty but have 
been used as bailiffs instead 

Two accountants will also be 
hired. They will not replace 
deputies, however. 

Goodwin said recruitment for the 
45 new positions should begin around 
mid-November. He said he hopes 
hiring of the 41 sheriff's specialists 
can be completed by Jan. 2 and hir- 
ing of the four other employes a 
month earlier. 


The sheriff’s specialists will have 
to undergo four weeks of training — 
including a week in the use of 
firearms, two weeks in courtroom 
and jail procedures and a week with 
the deputies they will replace — 
before the deputies can be freed for 
patrol duty.

Study to explore problems if 
Foothill Freeway is not built

The next step in the effort to retain the Foothill 
Freeway will be to show the state precisely what 
problems would result if the freeway isn’t completed 
through Upland and Alta Loma. 


The study, which is being prepared by city engineers or 
public works directors of the cities along the freeway 
corridor (La Verne, Claremont, Upland), is expected to 
be finished around Nov. 1, says Tony Malone, 
administrator of the Foothill Freeway Association. 

Planners from the San Bernardino County 
Transportation Department will represent the 
unincorporated community of Alta Loma on the study 
team. 


Because of rapid population growth in north Upland 
and Alta Loma, construction of the freeway is essential 
if serious traffic problems are to be relieved over the 
next five years, said Malone, who is also executive vice 
president of the Upland Chamber of Commerce. 

If the freeway isn’t built, Malone said, at least two 
actions would occur: 

— Major east-west streets, such as Foothill Boulevard, 
Base Line Road (16th Street in Upland) and 19th Street, 
would have to be widened, thus disrupting homes and 
businesses on those streets. 

— The freeway corridor might have to be used anyway 
for a route linking the foothill communities. But its

Malone indicated that freeway proponents were 
looking at the possibility of filing suit against the state to 
force it to comply with 20-year-old agreements for 
protection of the right-of- way 

That might require the state to prepare a full-scale 
environmental impact report detailing the effect the 
freeway’ s deletion would have upon local communities. 

“Some people didn’t think we’d get as far as we have 
this year” in protecting the freeway route, Malone said. 

He referred to two versions of a bill that would require 
the state to purchase property along the freeway 
corridor. 

Those bills are being held in the legislature, and 
Malone said the delay would allow time for completion of 
the city-county study. He said it was not a matter of 
political tirking. 

Upland Councilman Hal Bailin, president of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, had said Monday the bills 
were being held until next year, when Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. is expected to run for a second term — and 
thus, think twice before he vetoed a final version of the 
bill, 

Brown and Adriana Gianturco, his appointee as state 
transportation director, have generally opposed more 
freeway construction, although the administration has 
eased its stand in recent months.

New method of motivating 
students proved effective 


A new method of motivating school children and 
alleviating their fears towards testing has shown 
significant results in just one year’s time at Cucamonga 
Junior High School in raising state test scores. 

Principal David L. Costner indicated that when results 
were issued on the California Testing of Basic Skills 
(CTBS), a test required by the state, his students showed 
low scores for their grade level. 

In an effort to raise those scores, Costner said he and 
his faculty met early in the 1975 school year to discuss 
what could be done to improve the situation. 

After careful analysis of the problem, the faculty came 
up with a list of eight factors they felt needed to be 
stressed in order to have a higher testing outcome. 

According to Costner, those factors were:

— Administering the tests in the morning. 

The application of all the factors, except the last one, 
resulted in significantly higher scores for the students, 
Costner reported 

At the present time, Cucamonga Junior High School is 
the only school Costner knows of that tries to prepare a 
student for the CTBS. 

A comparison on the results of the spring 1975 school 
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year and spring 1977 school year, shows that, on the 
average, sixth grade students raised their reading skill 
from the level of fifth grade in the seventh month to sixth 
grade in the eighth month. Similar outcomes were 
recorded in other testing categories and for seventh and 
eighth grade students, Costner said. 

By relaxing the atmosphere of testing and acquainting 
the student ahead of time with what exactly the test is 
used for, Costner said the children feel much better 
about it. He noted there had been extreme cases where a 
student would breakdown crying during testing simply 
because he felt more was at stake than just finding out an 
indicator of his basic skills.

Test scores are now discussed individually with the. 
student, where before they weren’t, Costner noted. In 
this way, a student and the teacher can map out a 
program of study that will help him overcome prior 
deficiencies.

Bill Smith has a variety of options 
open to him. He can see a private 
practitioner, such as a licensed 
psychiatrist, psychologist, social

As a mother, yoy will 
want to give some attention 
tg how long baby wears 
those cute little booties and 
sleepers that come at 
Shower time. Little feet 
grow faster than you realize 
and it's essential that they 
not be crowded. 

It's certainly normal for 
your baby to perspire - in 
any kind of weather. In 
keeping him comfortable, it 
pays to give a little attention 
to his feet. Keep baby’s feet 
dry and lightly powdered 
and you will reduce irritable I 
perspiration between his 
tiny toes. 

With this kind of care, 
your baby’s feet are off to a 
headstart in life. 
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worker or marriage and family 
counselor. He can go to a private, 
non-profit counseling agency whose 
funds come through a combination 
of fees, donations or public moneys. 
Or he can go to a public agency, 
such as the San Bernardino County 
Department of Mentai Health, 
which operates on a combination of 
fees and public moneys. 

No matter where Bill chooses to 
go, he has a few basic rights which 
must be provided by anyone he sees. 

He has the right to total 
confidentiality of treatment. He has 
the right to know what kind of 
treatment to expect, the amount of 
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experience and education his 
therapist has, whether his therapist 
is a behaviorist or an existentialist 
or oriented to some other approach 
(and what it means), and how much 
it’s going to cost him. 

Right now, Bill’s concern is 
money. He’s already donated the 
$100 he has left over each year to the 
national cost of mental illness. He 
doesn’t have much left. 

Fees are charged in a variety of 
ways. All service providers use one 
or more of the following methods to 
determine how much Bill will have 
to pay for his treatment: Insurance 
(including Champus, Medi-Care and 
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Medi-Cal), Flat Fees, Sliding Fees, 
UMDAP. Cost also will be 
determined by whether Bill is 
placed in a therapy group, or 
receives individual counseling. 

Many private practitioners and 
agencies offer a sliding fee scale, 
which is based on the client’s in- 
come. Most accept private in- 
surance. If Bill chooses to go this 
route, he should request this infor- 
mation in advance. 

All agencies supported by public 
funds in California have to use the 
UMDAP (Uniform Method of 
Determining Ability to Pay) system 
for charging fees, which is based not 
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u need counsel 


only on a client’s income, but also on 
his present expenses. The concept is 
that a person’s lifestyle should not 
have to be changed because he is 
receiving mental health services. 
These agencies also accept 
insurance when it’s available.

Past donations have 
financed construction of 
rural water systems and

Along with other West 
African countries Senegal is 
suffering from a six - year 
drought which has killed 
crops and livestock and 
dried wells. 

In the past UNICEF has 
provided well - digging 
equipment as well as 
supplies of food for the 
children. With donations 
from this year’s fund - 
raising activities, Senegal 
will be able to open health 
centers in each village as 
well as providing clean 
water through village wells 
and education for children. 

Unlike Senegal, Bolivia is 
a jand of mountains and 
jungles. Only four million 
people populate a country 
the size of New York State. 

Bolivia is one of the 
poorest countries in Latin 
America, with the average 
yearly income only $203 
compared to $4,000 per year 
in the United States. 


Two thirds of the 
children under 15 years 
suffer from malnutrition 
caused by the lack of 
vitamins and protein in 
their daily diet. 

Only one person in 10 has 
clean water near his or her 


house, and more than haif | 


the children do not attend 
school. The average life 
spar in Bolivia is only 46 
years. 

UNICEF is helping to 


build and eguip schools and | 


health centers to improve 
the health care, nutrition, 
and education of children in 
rural areas. 

In Bolivia UNICEF is 
providing the funds and the 
materials but the Bolivian 
people are doing the actual 
construction of buildings 
and roads. 

The Asian country of 
Thailand is a little smaller 
than the state of Texas, but 
it has more than 45 million 
people, many of whom grow 
rice for a living. 

Many Thai children suffer 
from malnutrition because 
their diet is too dependent 
on rice and they do not 
receive needed nutrients. 

The Thai people also 
suffer from water - borne 
diseases in the canals which 
water their fields and 
border their homes. 

Doctors, nurses, 
medicines, and medical 
equipment are all scarce in 
the rural areas.

Gaining job security: 
federal style 


For almost 10 minutes last week, 
Howard Farquhar was ecstatic. 

“I’m going to work for the 
government!”’ he bubbled. 

“Howard,” I reminded him, ‘“‘we 
all work for the government.” 

“No, you don’t understand. I’m 
REALLY going to work for the 
government. The Civil Service 
Commission just ruled in my favor. 
It said that boxboys in military 
grocery stores have to be put on the 
federal payrolls.” 


“Well, that is very good news,” I 
said, reflecting upon Howard’s legal 
battles to be federalized. For 35 
years, Howard has been a boxboy at 
the Army PX, working only for tips. 


The boys would bag the groceries, 
usually with a smile and some 
efficiency, and receive tips — 
occasionally as little as a nickel, 
sometimes as much as a $1 — from 
the customers. For most boxboys, 
the tips were a respectable enough 


wage that allowed them to buy the 
finer things in life, like ice cream 
cones, bubblegum, and records. 

“But, Howard,” I reminded him, 
“if you become federalized, you'll 
have to fake an exam.” 

‘‘An exam?’’ he asked, 
incredulously. ‘‘For BOXBOY?” 

“That's. right. And if you can’t 
score at least 70, then you'll be 
dropped from the register. Of 
course, if you score 71 and someone 
else scores a 72, then he or she will 
probably get your job.”’ 

Howard was shaken. ‘‘But I’ve 
worked here for 35 years! All my 
customers like me,’’ he protested 

“Sorry, Howard. That’s the way 
government works. It’s only fair.” 

“You're right. Besides, with my 
knowledge and experience, I should 
top everyone’s score.” 

“Right on!’’ I encouraged him. 

“Besides,” said Howard, his face 
brightening again, ‘‘I’ll be making 
at least twice what I’m making now 


Maybe even three times as much.”’ 
“Not to mention the deductions 
for retirement, federal taxes, state 
taxes, health insurance, government 
savings bonds, and union dues,”’ I 
added. 
‘ “T wish you hadn’t mentioned 
that,”’ said Howard. 

“Well, if you’re going to be 
federalized, you have to face the 
facts. Besides, you’ll only get 14 
days of sick leave and 30 days of 
vacation time every year, have to 
report at the same time every day, 
leave at the same time, take the 
required 30-minute lunch break, 
wear a badge, and fill out forms.”’ 

“Forms?” 


‘‘Sure, Howard. There’re 
efficiency reports. Inspection 
reports. Requisitions and invoices 
Inventory reports and _statictical 
analysis.” 

“Statistical analysis?” 

‘Sure, Howard. The government

Two days later, I had to break the 


bad news to Howard. 
“T hate to tell you this, but you 


can’t be a boxboy any more. It 


seems that the Civil Service 
Commission ruled that there was no 
option: All boxboys have to be 
federalized, and the military says 
that it can’t afford the $18 million a 
year it takes to keep boxboys 
employed.” 

“$18 million! Well, the military 
will just take it out of the petty cash 


from their cost overruns.” 
“Howard,” I said, still patient, 
“the military just said that it won’t 
pay $18 million for boxboys. In fact, 
the military just said that it doesn’t 
even want boxboys anymore.” 
“You’ve got to be joking. Without 
boxboys at Army PXes, the 


‘government will collapse. Officers 


carrying their own groceries is the 
first sign of a decaying economy.” 

“T understand that,” I said, ‘‘but 
the military won’t pay you, and you 
can’t work for tips any more. So, it 
looks like you’ll have to find another 
profession.”’ 

“But I’m 52,”’ said Howard. “At 
my age, I just don’t have the skills 
needed to find another job. I don’t 
have much of an education. Besides 
I'm basically lazy. I just can’t pick 
up my. wife and eight kids and find 
another job. It’ll be too much for my

heart. It’s not fair. It just isn’t fair.” 

“JT know,”’ I said sympathetically, 
“but that’s the way it is.”’ 

Then a light dawned. ‘“‘Who’s in 
charge of the Civil Service 
‘Commission?’ Howard demanded. 

“T think Congress has something 
to say about it.’”’ 

“That’s it exactly! Congress 
always has something to say. That’s 
what I’ll do. With my background 
and skills, I’d be an ideal 
Congressman.” 

As I left, Howard was shaking 
hands and kissing babies. ‘And 
don’t forget,’’ I heard him say, ‘A 
vote for Howard Farquhar is a vote 
for boxboys.””

This trend was noted in 
statistics from the Uniform 
Crime Reports released 
Oct. 12 by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 

The downward trend in 
serious crime first 


was off six percent and con- 
tinued into the first quarter 
of 1977 when it decreased 
nine percent, as compared 
to similar quarters of the 
preceding years. 

“This is encouraging 
evidence that the surge of 
crime in recent years is eb- 


bing,’’ Mr. Bell said 
“However, the number of 
violent crimes — those 


against persons — remains 
high. We must persist in our 
efforts to develop more 


crimes.” 

The seven Crime Index 
offenses used to gauge the 
volume of crime nationwide 
are separated into two 
categories: the violent 
crimes of murder, forcible 
rape, robbery, and 
aggravated assault, and the 
property crimes of 
burglary, larceny-theft, 
and motor vehicle theft. 

The number of violent 
crimes, as a group, showed 
no change when compared 


The number of property 
crimes decreased seven 
percent. Only two Index 
crimes showed increases 
Forcible rape was up eight 
percent, and aggravated 
assault rose four percent. 

Crime in cities with more 
than 25,000 inhabitants 
decreased by seven per- 
cent. The suburban areas 
recorded a six - percent 
decline, and the rural areas 
showed a drop of four per- 
cent. 


rules on the public’s access 
to its files 


Beginning Oct. 3 anytime 
an individual seeks data 
from someone else’s 
vehicle registration 
records, the owner of the 
vehicle will be notified, told 
the name of the person 
seeking the information and 
the reason given for seeking 
it The requester’s 
identification will be 
verified. 


The form that the 
requester must fill out at a 
DMV office to obtain the 
data will remain in DMV 
files for 90 days, available 
to law enforcement and 
other authorities. 

These are the key 
provisions of Assembly Bill 
465 authored by Redondo 
Beach Assemblywoman 
Marily Ryan. The bill is 
effective Jan. 1, 1978, but 
DMV is activating its 
provisions now, under the 


DMV policy instituted by 
director Herman Sillas in 
February 1976, under which 
the notification to the 
subject of an inquiry had 
been on a spot - check pilot 
basis, with only some 
subject so advised. The 
Ryan bill makes the advice 
to the vehicle owner 
mandatory. 

The requester must pay 
$1 for the information 
sought, an increase from 75 
cents, to cover the cost of 
notification. 

Commercial accounts, 
defined as frequent and 
large - volume users of 
vehicle registration 
information, follow a 
procedure different from 
that for the individual. They 
may apply for a ‘‘requester 
code,’’ establish a 
legitimate reason for the 
data, and deposit a fee or 
bond to cover the cost. In

Driver’s license records 
are not affected by the 
Ryan bill. Requests for this 
information will be honored 
over the counter only for 
those seeking their own 
records. Information about 
others’ driver’s licenses 
must be requested by letter 
to Sacramento 
headquarters, not over the 
counter, and must state a 
legitimate need. The 
requester must provide 
either driver’s license 
number and name, or name 
and birthdate, to obtain this 
information. A fee is 
charged, but the subject of 
the inquiry is not notified. 

Sillas commented that the 
new legislation 
implementing department 
policy “‘will strengthen the 
safeguards over release of 
information while 
permitting legitimate users 
reasonable access as 
required by law.”

Approximately 3,000 persons walked more than 27,000 
miles during the West End’s fourth annual ‘Walk for 
Hunger,”’ Sunday. 

Although fewer people than anticipated took part in 
the walk $56,232 was raised, topping last year’s total by 
more than $6,000. 

A 92 - year - old Ontario man, Joseph Van Sickle, who 
walked the entire 10 - mile circuit this year and also took 
part last year, remarked, ‘‘I sure feel strong after that 
little walk.” 

Purpose of the walk is to raise money for relief and 
development in poor and hungry nations around the 
world. 


The Rev. Charles Bennison, chairman of the walk, said 
the funds will go to buy seed and technology for the 
recipient countries. 

Lebanon is earmarked to receive $7,000 of the money 
for disaster relief; Vietnam is scheduled to receive $3,- 
000 for its Riceland Project; and $10,000 will go to 
drought - ridden Nicaragua villages. 

Bennison emphasized before the walk, that as well as 
raising the money, its purpose was to make Americans 
fully aware of worldwide starvation arid hunger. 

Other countries to recieve aid from the project are: 
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Costa Rica, $10,000; $10,000 for seeds to be distributed 
around the world; and $5,000 for nutrition and rehabilita- 
tion of Malawi children. 

Rep. Jim Lloyd, D-35th District, was one of those mak- 
ing the walk. One of the most popular walkers turned out 
to be a man dressed as a lion carrying buckets of flowers 
which he threw to spectators. 

This year a local person challenged the Newman Clubs 
(Catholic student groups at colleges in the area) to walk 
and offered to sponsor 1,000 students at $1 per mile. 

The group raised $10,000, almost $3,000 above their last 
year’s total. 

Sponsors of the walk were the Pomona Valley Council 
of Churches, but walkers included persons from all 
denominations, according to Bennison. 

The walk has gained recognition from the National 
Council of Churthes which presented area churches with 
the Ecumenical Service Award last year. 

The Church World Service filmed the entire event this 
year for distribution on television and for documentaries 
for individual organizations, Bennison said. 

Opening ceremonies for the walk were held at the 
Plaza of the States at the Los Angeles County 
Fairgrounds, Pomona and proceeded throughout

Most older Californians, 
however, presently do not 
have the option of attending 
an adult day health care 
center because very few ex- 
ist. Those that do are pilot 
projects — and no solid 
framework exists to con- 
tinue their funding or to es- 
tablish new centers. 

The Special Subcommit- 
tee on Aging held hearings 
last October to study ways 
to change this situation.

Occasionally, %-inch 
holes may appear suddenly 
in walls or floors of some 
new or newly renovated 
homes leaving the 
bewildered owners wonder- 
ing ‘‘who done it?” 

According to Carl 
Koehler, entomologist, 
Cooperative Extension, 
University of California, 
the holes were probably 
made by woodwasps which 
were ‘‘built-into”’ the house 
in a larval stage, in wood 
studs. After developing to 
maturity, some wasps es- 
cape by tunneling through 
to the outside of the house, 
but a few bore through the 
walls or floors — or 
anything in their way, ex- 
cept concrete, and enter the 
inside. 

If you see any woodwasps 
flying around in your home 





bodies) don’t panic for they 
are completely harmless to 
humans, assures Koehler. 
Although they are longer 
than the usual wasps, (some 
species reach two inches in 
length, including a long egg- 
laying appendage on the 
female which looks like a 
tail) they neither bite nor 
sting. 

The insects have no in- 
terest in reinfesting wood 
inside the home. They seek 
daylight and standing forest 
trees that have been killed 
by fire or other causes to 
lay their eggs in. 

Timber companies usual- 
ly salvage fire-killed con- 
ifers (cone-bearing trees 
such as pine, spruce, cedar, 
etc.) for lumber products 
such as wood studs. 
Because of their thickness, 
the studs offer protection to

woodwasps larvae and 
many survive the milling 
process. Remaining in the 
studs, they become ‘“‘built- 
into’’ the house, and in 
time, reach maturity. 

This year’s many forest 
fires have made available 
large numbers of fire-killed 
trees for woodwasps to 
deposit their eggs and for 
timber companies to make 
wood studs, therefore, more 
new or renovated homes 
may become infested over 
the next two or three years. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
way to tell whether a wood 
stud is infested, says 
Koehler... Kiln-drying the 
lumber before construction 
will prevent the larvae 
from getting ‘‘built-into” a 
home but this is not normal- 
ly done to lumber such as 
studs,

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Anemones, ranunculus colorful 
flowers for spring garden 


One of the most spectacular sights 
in the spring garden is a bed of 
anemones and ranunculus. These 
flowers come in almost every color 
imaginable and produce an amazing 
number of beautiful flowers each 
year. 

They are so often planted 
together; it’s hard to know which is 
which. Anemones are the less doubl- 
ed flower of the two. The single type 
is the de caen hybrid and the more 
rufflied, double one is called st. 
brigid. Anemones also have the 
more prominent dark colored center 
and the more finely divided leaves. 
Ranunculus are the flowers with so 
many layers of shiny petals they 
look like colorful puffy French 
pastries! You also can tell them 
apart from anemones by the pair of 
leaflike bracts located a few inches 
down from the flower head on an 
otherwise bare stalk. Anemones 
have completely naked stems. 
Ranunculus are also much taller. 

Ranunculus come in many shades 
or orange, yellow, cream, red and 
pink as well as white while 
anemones are available in solids or 
combinations of red, pink, blue, pur- 
ple and white. Either of them are 
lovely planted among other spring 
flowers or alone. They also make 
good long-lasting cut flowers. 


Enjoy foliage, flowers, fruit of citrus tree 5 


For year-round decoration in open 
ground or in containers, citrus are 
excellent choices. Evergreen 
foliage, fragrant waxy white flower 
clusters and of course, those tasty 
lemons, limes, oranges or 
grapefruits and tangerines make 
them great additions to any garden. 


You can enjoy these handsome 
plants almost anywhere. Grow the 
15-30 foot standards, or if space is 
limited, plant one of the 30 varieties 
grafted on dwarfing root stocks. 
They will stay under 10 feet even 
without pruning. Kumquats only 
reach 4 feet and even the ‘‘largest 





CONTAINER PLANTS — Dwarf Eureka lemons 
make excellent container plants. Their small 
size, lush evergreen foliage and fragrant flowers 
make them ideal patio subjects. As a bonus, they 
bear tasty fruits as good to look at as they are to 
eat. Even if an area has hard frosts, people still 
can grow the more tender species in tubs by 
moving the plants to protected areas when fall

causes uneven growth which may 
affect fruit formation and cause 
splitting. These trees need very 
little pruning; just remove dead 
wood and occasional wayward 
branches. 

The only considerations that may 
limit your choice of species to grow 
are frost hardiness and the amount 
of available summer heat. 
Container plants can be moved to 
frost protected areas, but if your 
summers are cool, grapefruits can’t 
properly ripen their harvests into 
sweet fruits. Even so, the plants 
themselves still are useful as 
attractive ornamentals.

Hitchhiking 


Dear Anita: 

I'm aware that hitchhik- 
ing is dangerous, and I 
would never do it unless it 
were absolutely necessary. 
However, my car has failed 
mechanically twice after 
dark, and there was no 
alternative. If something 
like this happens, how can I 
protect myself? L.S., La 
Jolla 

Dear L:S.: 

Hitchhiking certainly is 
dangerous. By all means, 
try to avoid it. If you do 
need help from a passing 
driver, take these 
precautions suggested by 
the State Attorney 
General's Office: 

— Choose a woman 
driver, if you can. 

— Check the license plate 
number before getting into 
the car. 

— Check the back seat to 
make sure no one is hiding. 

— Notice the make, 
model and color of the car. 
— See if the door handle on 
your side works. 

— Don’t get into the back 
of a van or a two-door car. 
— Try to determine if the 
driver has been drinking. 

— Ask the driver her 
destination and make sure 
that’s where you want to go. 

— Don’t talk openly about 
yourself. 

— Don’t allow the driver 
to take you home — get out 
nearby, preferably in a busy 
place. 

— If you sense anything 
that seems uncomfortable 
to you, don’t get into the car 
— or get out as soon as you 
can. 

If you don’t have a car 
that’s working, arrange 2 
ride with a friend, borrow a 
friend’s car, use public 
transportation. The risk in 
hitchhiking is too great! 


Dear Anita: 

I used to blame myself 
because, after becoming a 
widow, I was nearly un- 
employable. Certainly, I 
thought, a 45-year-old 
women with a B.A. degree 
should be able to support 
herself decently.

Can you offer any alter- 
natives? G.D., Sacramento 

Dear G.D.: 

There is hope. Our law- 
makers are becoming con- 
scious of widespread pover- 
ty facing women suddenly 
divorced or widowed. 

High unemployment 
hasn’t helped such women. 
Prof. M. Harvey brenner of 
Johns Hopkins University 
recently estimated that the 
three-percent increase in 
joblessness since 1970 has 
resulted in 10,000 deaths and 
11,000 mental hospitals ad- 
missions among men and 
women. 

He is particularly con- 
cerned with the ‘‘new poor”’ 
— older women suddenly 
widowed or divorced. 
‘“‘Women who have not 
learned ways of coping with 
poverty and welfare suffer 
acute social disruption,” he 
reported. 

The state legislature is 
trying to pass a measure to 
open a center for displaced 
homemakers in Los 
Angeles. The first such 
center, offering counseling 
and training to these 
women is thriving in 
Oakland. 

Senator Birch Bayh of In- 
diana and Congresswoman 
Yvonne Trathwaite Burke 
of Los Angeles are spon- 
Soring national bills to es- 
tablish similar centers. And 
federal job programs are 
now including women for 
training and employment. 

So don’t give up. A career 
you may never have thought 
of may be awaiting you!

Concussion 


‘Concussion’ is a term 
used to describe the 
transient alteration of 
nervous system function 
after an impact which 
usually is not associated 
with permanent damage. 
This term can be applied to 
the brain, spinal cord or 
nerve; however, in common 
uSage it applies to the brain. 

The brain is suspended 
within the skull by 
“floating”? in spinal fluid. 
Whenever the head is jolted 
by a sudden start or stop the 
brain may strike against 
the inside of the skull. If 
this impact is sufficient to 
alter the electrical activity 
of the nerve cells, 
conucssion occurs. 

With a mild concussion 
the person may appear 
‘‘dazed”’ but not fall down 
or lose consciousness. The 
more nerve cells involved 
the more dramatic the 
alteration of function. 

An exampie of this 
process is the progressive 
loss of function by a 
prizefighter. First he 
appears dazed or confused; 
next he has trouble 
defending himself with his 
arms; finally his legs 
become ‘‘rubbery” and he 
collapses unconscious. With 
the most severe form of 
concussion the function of

breathing can also be lost. 


In concussion there 
usually is no permanent 
damage to the brain; 
therefore, the alteration of 
function will be temporary. 
If the person does not 
return to normal after the 
impact it is likely that he or 
she suffered more than a 
concussion and has some 
structural intracranial 
injury. Many people thought 
to have a concussion may 
have a minute amount of 
brain damage which is 
undetectable by 
examination and does not 
necessarily result in 
functional disability. 


The other forms of head 
injury such as skull fracture 
and blood clots (subdural 
and epidural hematomas) 
can occur with or without a 
concussion. This means that 
a person can have a skull 
fracture without a 
concussion or a concussion 
without a skull fracture, 
etc 


The important first aid 
measures for a person 
suffering a concussion are 
to insure adequate 
breathing and no 
obstruction of the airway by 
tongue, blood or vomit.

ORDINANCE NO. 1149 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF UPLAND 
AMENDING THE UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE ESTABLISHING A 
RESIDENTIAL PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT ZONE. 

The City Council of the City of Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 9110.117-L. of the Upiand Municipal Code and all of 
the provisions contained therein are hereby amended to read as follows: 

L. Residential Planned Ur. Development (RPUD) 

010 DESCRIPTION AND PURPOSE 

A Residential Planned Unit Development (RPUD) is a large-erate 
development of a parcel or of a combination of related parcels to be 
developed by a single owner or a group of owners acting jointly, involving a 
related group of uses, planned as an entity and having a predorninant 
developmental feature which serves to unify or organize development and 
is, therefore, susceptible to development and regulation as a unified land 
unit as contrasted to an aggregation of individual buildings and structures 
jocated en separate lots 

A Residential Planned Unit Development may inciude such non- 
residential uses as churches, parks or other recreational uses intended for 
use by its occupants to an extent commensurate with the planned popula- 
tion of the RPUD. 

The intent of these provisions are to provide for greater flexibility in the 
development of residential properties. and for greater amenities and open 
spaces related thereto when in the public interest and welfare; to en-; 
courage a more creative approach to the development of land; to protect 
and enhance property values and to provide more desirable spatial 
relationships between buildings and structures on the land than would be 
possible under strict adherence to ordinance requirements of the basic 
zone, and to encourage the preservation and enhancement of natural beau- 
ty and the provision of landscaped open spaces for visual and recreational 
enjoyment. 

It is the further intent of this section that RPUD’s shall be appropriately 
located in respect to intended functions, to the pattern and timing of 
development existing or proposed in the general development plan, and to 
public and private facilities existing or clearly to be available by the time 
the development reaches the stage where they will be needed. 

It is not the intent of these provisions to be used as a means of creating 
higher residential densities than that permitted in the underlying residen- 
tial district in which such RPUD is to be located nor a density higher than 
would be possible under conventional subdivision procedures. 
9110.117-L.020 PERMITTED USES AND STRUCTURES. 

The provisions of this section are intended to allow diversification of 
uses, relationships and heights of buildings and open spaces in planned 
building groups while insuring compliance with the spirit, intent and other 
provisions of the zoning ordinance. 

The following uses may be permitted subject to approval of a Conditional 
Use Permit and General Pian of Development: 

10 Any use permitted in the basic zone classification 

920 Planned Unit Developments containing: 

#21 Single family and/or two family dwellings: 

922 Multiple family dwellings, provided no building shall contain more 
than four (4) dwelling units in R-1 Zones. 

023 Mobilehome Parks, 

924 Accessory buildings and uses. such as recreation facilitres, parking 
tots. carports and garages, private and public parks, open spaces and areas 
for public and private use. 

030 Non-residential developments such as schools, churches, parks or 
other recreational uses, or such other uses as may specifically be deter- 
mined to be an integral part of the development and intended primarily for

(040 If any ase is for amy reason omitted from the information required in

If the Planning Commission disapproves said use, the 
applicant may appeal in writing to the City Council whose decision will be 
final 
9110.117-L.030 SITE DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS. 

No building or structure shall be hereafter erected on a lot umless such 
building, structure or enlargement conforms with the provisions 
hereinafter specified or as may otherwise be specifically authorized as 
part of an approved ‘‘Residential Planned Unit Development.”’ 
9110.117-L.031 BUILDING SITE REQUIREMENTS 

910 Minimum Project Site Area. These provisions shail, spon application’ 
by a property owner for, and granting of, a Conditional Use Permit, apply 
to anv parcel, or parcels in a unit ownership, or to be combined in a unit 
ownershm prior to the Conditional Use Permit being in effect, with a gross 
area of at least twenty (20) acres, within any residential district. Smaller 
sites may be approved for development under these provisions if con- 
tinguous to a “Planned Unit Development,” and if the Planning Commis- 
sion finds that such development would constitute a logical extension of the 
open space and circulation system of the larger development. In case o 
conflict, these provisions shall take precedence over other provisions of 
this Chapter.

The maximum allowable number of 
dwelling units for any project site shall not exceed the maximum allowable 
density of the underlying residential zone in which such RPUD is to be 
located computed per gross net residential acre of the project site as

Special street cross-sections with lesser 
paving width, such as a divided one-way and modified street terminals 
resembling a loop, may be permitted for private streets provided 
accessibility and vehicular maneuverability is at least equivalent to a stan- 
dard street public right-of-way as determined by the City Engineer. 
Modifications of City street design standards may be permitted by the City 
Engineer as may be deemed necessary to asqure that the spirit and intent 
of this Chapter are observed and the public welfare and safety secured;

The spacing and height of all light support 
structures and the intensity of all lights shall be reviewed by the City 
Engineering Department to determine the adequacy of such lighting for 
safe pedestrian and vehicle circulation. -

010 Preliminary Plans. Prior to submisston of an application for a Con- 
ditional Use Permit for a Planned Unit Development Plan, the applicant(s) 
shall submit to the Planning Director basic site information, including 
aerial photos where deemed necessary by the Planning Director: 
generalized development plans, including lot sizes and open spaces propos- 
ed, existing easements, existing neighborhood development, and any other 
information which may be reasonably required by the Planning Director to 
aid and assist the Planning Commission in an initial consideration of the 
preliminary Planned Unit Development plan.

.026 Development in Stages: If the sequence of construction of various 
portions of the development is to occur in stages, then the open space 
and/or recreational facilities shall be developed, or committed thereto, in 
proportion to the number of dwelling units intended to be developed during 
any given stage of construction as approved by the City Council. Further- 
more, at no time during the construction of the project shall the number of 
constructed dwelling units per acre of developed land exceed the overall 
density per acre established by the approved Conditional Use Permit 

The sequence of construction of various portions of the development shall 
be indicated if the construction is to occur in stages. 

.027 Landscaping Plan(s) showing: 

.0271 All existing mature trees, indicating those to be retained, removed, 
or relocated; 

0272 Special landscape features to be retained or created, such as rocks, 
walls, fences, etc.: 

0273 Recreation areas and facilities to be provided. 

.0274 Proposed grading in contour intervals of not less than two (2) feet. 

0275 Other landscaping. 

028 Other information required by the Planning Commission for a 
proper consideration of the proposal including, but not limited to. 
geological and soil reports. 

0281 All architectural plans shall be submitted in accordance with the 
policy of the Architectural Commission relative to Planned Unit 
Developments. 

.0282 Where subdivision of land is intended, Chapter 2, Article 9 of the 
Upland Municipal Code, as amended or superseded. shall apply and ten- 
tative subdivision maps may be processed concurrently with the Con- 
ditional Use Permit application. 

.030 Application Processing. 

.031 Upon receipt of ten (10) copies of the Development Plan, together 
with the required supplemental data, the Planning Department shall 
transmit one (1) copy to each of the following agents: Director of Ad- 
ministrative Services, City Engineer, Chief Building Official, Water 
Superintendent, Fire Chief. Within ten (10) days, each such agent shall file 
with the Planning Department recommendations for improvements and 
revisions to be required as a condition of approval of the Development 
Plan. The Planning Department shall correlate departmental recommen- 
dations and submit them to the developer or his authorized agent not later 
than one (1) week prior to the Planning Commission meeting at which the 
plan is to be considered. Within six (6) weeks of receipt of the development 
plan, the Planning Commission shail consider said plan and the recommen- 
dations of the above-mentioned agencies and of the Planning Department 
and shall recommend approval, conditional approval, or disapproval of the 
development plan in the manner prescribed for hearing of Conditional Use 


4 Permits within a reasonable time thereafter. 


.032 A conditional approval may specify the limits within which the 
dimensions shown on the development plan may vary. Upon approval or 
conditional approval of the development plan, as part of the Conditional 
Use Permit by the City Council, permits may be issued for grading. uses. 
buildings and structures which are in substantial conformity with the ap- 
proved development plan and the conditions imposed. 

.033 No grading shall be commenced nor shall any building or structure 
be erected, moved, altered, enlarged, or rebuilt on a Planned Unit 
Development site except in substantial conformity with the approved 
development plan and said conditions, except as otherwise provided herein. 
“Substantial conformity” shall be determined by the Administrative Com- 
mittee. or in case of disagreement with the developer, by the City Council. 

.040 Conditions, Restrictions, and Modifications. As a condition of the ap- 
proval of a Development Plan hereunder, the Planning Commission may 
recommend and the City Council may impose such other appropriate and 
reasonable conditions and restrictions and permit such modifications as it 
may deem necessary for the protection of property in the nieghborhood or 
in the interests of the public health, safety, and welfare in order to carry 
out the purposes, spirit and intent of this ordinance. However, no variance 
or modification shall be granted for building height, maximum number of 
dwelling units per building (four. in R-1 zones), or maximum dwelling units 
per acre of site areas as set forth in this ordinance. 

041. Once a development under these provisions is initiated, the Con- 
ditional Use Permit, the Development Plan upon which it is based, and the 
conditions attached thereto, shall (except as may be amended) be binding 
upon the applicants, their successors and assigns; shall run with the land; 
and shall regulate the construction, location, use and maintenance of ail 
land and structures within the development. 

.042 Revision of Plans. Revised development plans shall be submitted and 
processed in the same manner as the original development plan. When ap- 
proved, such revised development plan shall automatically supersede any 
previously approved plan. 

.043 The conditions, covenants and restrictions government the Planned 
Unit Devel t consist in , but shall not be limited to the following. 
covenants which shall be made by the developer or owner of said develop- 
ment in consideration of the City’s approval of said development. 

Said covenants shall be substantially in the following form subject to the 
approval of the City Attorney: 

“RIGHT OF CITY TO COMPEL PERFORMANCE” 

-‘In consideration of City’s approval of the development of the real proper- 
ty to which this Declaration relates, Declarant hereby covenants and 
agrees, and each Owner of any Lot by acceptance of a deed therefor, 
whether or not it shall ‘‘be so expressed in such deed, and all heirs, ex- 
ecutors, administrators, assigns, and successors and agree as follows: 
“Section 1. City’s Remedies. In the event that any or all of any part of the 
real property taxes, irrigation taxes and/or other taxes or assessments 
that may be imposed by any public entity, including the City of Upland, on 
the Common Area shall reamin unpaid and in default more than three 
months after the due date thereof, or in the event that the association shall 
fail to maintain the Common Area, the City, as beneficiary of the covenants 
and agreements contained in this Declaration on the part of the Declarant 
and on the part of each Owner all successors in interest, and as the agent of 
the Association and in the name of the Association, may do any of the 
following: 

.0431 “Do or perform any act the Association may do or perform. 

.0432 “‘In the event association fails to do so at the time specified at the 
time set forth in its By-Laws and in this Declaration, the City may, without 
otherwise complying with provisions of this Declaration and said By-Laws, 
fix the annual assessment against each Lot. 

.0433 ‘‘If the Association fails promptly to demand that the thei owner of

0434 “If City in its discretion determines the Association is not diligently 
attempting to collect the amounts owing the Association, City may, as the 
agent and in the name of the Association take any such legal “steps 
collect such amounts, by actions of law or by foreciosure of the 
Maintenance Deed of Trust, as the City may determine to be necessary in 
each individual case 

0435 “If the City takes any steps not involving court proceedings to 
collect any suns which should be paid to the Association as provided for in 
this Declaration. City may fix the amount of reasonable attorney's fees in 
each case and the amount of attorney's fees so fixed shall be binding upon 
the Declarant and Owners.
